The youth has been remanded to

164 Lives Lost In Traffic Mishaps In 
First Two Days of the Long Weekend 


By Thn Anxoclnted Prem 


The nation's accidental 
death 


toll for the four day Memorial Day 
week-end mounted to 250 today. 


The total included 164 lives lost 


in traffic mishaps, with highway 
traffic increased by fair and mild 
weather over much of the country. 
Drowmngs accounted for 47 lives 
and 39 persons died from miscel- 
laneous causes. 


Th$ National Safety Council has 


predicted that at least 290 per- 
sons will have been killed in traf- 
fic accidents alone during the hoi- 
day period.

FIXING BLAME FOR CHINA'S FALL 
It isn't easy for any of us to thread our vf&y through 


the maze of charges leveled against the State Department 
in the past three months. But still we have to try. 


Much of the criticism hinges on the fact that China 


fell to the Communists. It seems to be assumed that the 
United States could have prevented the defeat of Chiang 
Kai-Shek's government had it pursued a wiser foreign 
policy. 


From there the jump is short to the conclusion that the 


State Department is to blame for this disastrous outcome. 
The final step is the claim that Communists infiltrating or 
influencing the department deliberately e n g i n e e r e d 
Chiang's downfall. 


Could this country really have saved Chiang? 
^General Marshall, who was secretary of State when the 


decision was made to abandon him, denies that it was pos- 
sible except at great cost and at risk of war. He declares 
furthermore, that no Communist influenced his decision to 
give up on Chiang. 


Now we have some similar testimony from George 


Kennan, department counselor now on leave. He is not an 
unprejudiced witness, any more than is Marshall, but 


_ Kennan is acknowledged to be a thoughtful man with a 


deep understanding of Communism. 


Kennan insists that Chiang was indeed a free agent. 


Mote than that, he says the generalissimo and his top men 
persistently failed to heed U. S. warnings that their early 
post-war course was leading toward disaster. The Nat- 
ionalists, contends Kennan, only wanted to involve the 
U. S. so deeply that we would be forced to take over the 
major burden of responsibility. 


We have Marshall's word that it came to that: either 


make China a virtual U- S- protectorate, or get out of 
that area completely. 


Marshall chose to abandon Chiang because of the risk 


of war and because of our existing heavy commitments in 
Europe. He felt, in other words, that we couldn't save the 
whole world at once. 


No critic has yet proved he was influenced in this de- 


cision by any Communist. Nor has anyone shown how we 
could have gone more deeply into China without incurring 
greater dangers than we now face from the Reds' sweep 
of that country. 


If Marshall and Kennan are right, then Chiang in 


1946-48 was beyond saving by any reasonable U. S. policy. 
What the average American must still settle for himself it 
whether more remote U. S. decisions had helped to send 
Chiang downhill to the point where his case was hopeless. 


The alternative, of course, is that the Nationalists' de- 


feat was not the specific result of U. S. policy failures—no 
matter how remote—but was the product of broad world 
currents whose power was too little understood by any 
of us. 


Who foresaw, for example, how large Russian commun- 


ism would in a world prostrated by war? Yet most of us 
approved the military e.vents that gave the postwar world 
that shape. 


Perhaps in the end we must all share responsibility for 


China's fall. In any case, the causes seem to lie well in the 
past It will be hard to prove that the present stewards of 
our foreign policy are to blame.

the Potomac on a grassy slope in Arlington National Ceme- 
tery. Inscribed on its clean white marble are these words: 


"Here rests in honored glory an American soldier 


known but to God."

nobly the spirit of dedication we feel toward our fallen 
sons. Unhappily too much sentiment, too much sculpture, 
too many words have often marred our memorials. 


In a year or so, there'll be a new tomb to the Unknown

Commission Aims at Solution 
Of America's* Water Problems

TTfASHINGTON—(NEA)—Moms L. Cooke, chairman of Presidem 
" Truman's Water Resources Policy Committee, owns a little fara 
in Bucks County, Pa. It's in the Hunting Owl Creek "watershed," U 
give it a fancy name. Hunting Owl Creek flows into the Delawari 
River. The creek watershed covers about 1000 aqres.'in which art 
lees than a dozen farms. 


About 12 years ago, the farmer with the lowest land in the water- 


shed came to see Mr. Cooke. He said he was getting kind of tireo 
having his land flooded every spring, its fences swept away and i 
lot of driftwood and rubble piled in his meadow. He wondered it 
something couldn't be done about it. 


Mr. Cooke asked the Department of Agriculture, and found its soil 


conservation experts were looking for a place to put on a demonstra- 
tion. "They got agreement from the 12 farmers in the Hunting Ow) 
Creek watershed. The valley was surveyed. Terraces were put in te 
stop gullying. Fences were taken out and the land was laid out foi 
contour plowing right across property lines. The whole idea,, as Mr. 
Cooke puts it, was "to keep the raindrop where it falls." 


Multiply Morris Cooke's Hunting Owl Creek watershed problem bv 


about 2,500,000 and you have some idea of the problem before his 
present Water Resources Policy Commission. This seven-man com- 
mission was named by the President last January. It is to make its 
report by next Dec. 1. The results will probably provide material 
for recommendations to Congress in the President's 1951 message QJ 
the State of the Union. 


The Cooke Commission report won't attempt to be a complete blue- 


print—a master water plan for the whole United States. It will 
make reports on 10 main U. S. watersheds. One of them will be ths 
Mississippi which of course takes in two-thirds of the country. The 
others will be principal rivers where there are key problems of watei 
conservation, flood control or navigation. 
rFHE Cooke Commission has been specifically charged not to bothei 


about which government agency does what in dealing with U. S 


water resources. It will therefore not have to worry about the Hoovei 
Commission's recommendation that there be a single government 
agency to handle all problems relating to land and water. And the 
commission will not attempt to resolve the long-standing three- 
cornered fight among Army Corps of Engineers, Bureau of Reclama- 
tion and tbe Department of Agriculture. 


With this as a* starter, the Cooke Commission in its meetings thvw 


far has been trying to bring together the agencies with conflicting 
viewpoints. Mr. Cooke gives one example. There is no agreement 
among experts on whether what is done to the surface of the land 
has anything to tio with the ground water level beneath the suriace. 
Geological Survey thinks there is little or no relationship. Bureau 
of Soil Conservation thinks that surface conditions have everything 
to do with sub-surface water conditions. 


So the two agencies have been asked to submit briefs on their con- 


flicting theories, with supporting data. The experiences of California 
and the Louisville area, in "recharging" water from outside sources, 
to raise ground-water levels, will be considered. Then "neutral" en- 
gineers will try to bring everything into harmony. 


This is what Mr. Cooke, who is a Quaker, says tbe Friends do in 


trying to arrive at "the sense of the meeting." From this procedure 
>n other controversial aspects of the water problem, the commission 
Hopes it can produce sound policies for future guidance.

Minn., she has breakfast ready 
Just at the right minute. If she 
doesn't her husband leels that lie 
hasn't time to wait for her to fix 
it, so he goes without any. 


This 1949 Minneapolis bride has 


more advice for 1950 brides. When 
it comes to saving those precious 
minutes in the morning, she says, 
it pays to have a handy breakfast 
shelf 
for the foods you usually 


serve at this meal. There you can 
keep canned fruit juices, boxes of 
breakfast cereal, 
coffee, 
cocoa, 


packaged mixes for hot breads, 
and any other foods served at 
breakfast. 
> For planning variety in the first 
meal of the day, an assortment of 
cereals is a must. Albert Koch's 
cereal favorites are wheat flakes 
and farina, but Dorothy keeps an 
assortment on hand so there'll be 
no dull menus at their house. Be- 
sides the main dish of cereal and 
milk, the Kochs generally have 
fruit, toast and cocoa for break- 
fast. 


Week-ends sometimes call for 


an extra-special dish at breakfast. 
On these occasions Dorothy Koch 
saves time by using packaged 
mixes for biscuits or waffles. An- 
other favorite is griddle cakes 
made with cereal flakes and apple- 
sauce. 


Apple Flake Griddle Cakes 


(4 to 6 servings) 


One cup sifted all-purpose flour. 


3 teaspoons baking powder. % tea- 
spoon salt, 1 tablespoon sugar. 1 
egg. beaten, 1V4 cups milk. 1 cup 
bran flakes or wheat flakes 3 ta- 
blespoons melted fat, 1 cup thick 
applesauce. 


Sift together flour, baking pow- 


der, salt and sugar. Combine egg 
and milk; add to the dry ingredi- 
ents, beating only until smooth. 
Slightly crush bran flakes or wheat 
flakes and fold them in. Add fat. 
Drop by large spoonfuls on a 
lightly greased griddle. Turn to 
brown on both sides. Spread each 
cake as soon as baked with apple- 
sauce, keeping hot in oven. Pile 
cakes in a stack. Serve hot with 
syrup.
